The Government undertakes to use its 
influence with’ the municipality: of Alex- 
andria in order to bring the’ foreign of~- 
ficials in its service under the law regu- 
lating conditions of service and retire- 
ment. of foreign officials in the service 
of the Government, and agrees to intro- 
duce various important routine measures 
affecting the service and pensions -of 
foreign officials.

Prisoner Makes Admission on 
Caronia, Which Brought 
Him From Halifax.

Leo Koretz,-wanted in Chicago as a 
$2,009,000 swindler, arrived here yester- 
day. from Halifax and was hustled by 
his ‘captors to.a train bound for the _city 
where he must face trial Koretz's stay 
in, New York was brief, but it was 
highly productive from: the standpoint of 
hew and sensational revelations. 

The most startling disclosure that re- 
sulted from the fugitive’s passage 
through New York in the hands of two 
Assistant State’s Attorneys ot Hlinois 
was that. Koretz and George R. Chris- 
tian, very Sadly wanted .by the New 
York police as a swindling broker on a 
large scalé, were associates and -possibly 
accomplices in Koretz’s schemes. 

The revelation that the Chicago man 
and “the New York broker whose flight, 
in which he is safd to have taken $1,500,- 
000 in cash and securities belonging to 
customers, led to the collapse of. the 
firm of Day & Heaton, were acquaint- 
ances and had had “business dealings’ 
was made by*Alfonse F. Splege}j, New 
York attorney for the Chiczgo Title and 
Trust Company, which is the trustee in 
bankruptcy of Kortez’s éstate. 


Connection. May Be Investigated: 


There was a, report that the police 
here were investiggting a rymored con⸗ 
nection between the two mén in their 
deals; but Mr. Spiegel was uncértain 
whether they had been accomplices or 
whether the missing New York broker, 
who confessed his looting before he fled, 
actually had been duped by Koretz. Mr. 
Spiegel, however, did not seem to believe 
that Christian, clever enough to cheat 
thousands_of traders in New York, had 
fallen a vittim.to the superior wiles of 
the Chicago operator, like the veriest 
novice in get-rich-quick speculations. Mr. 
Spiegel sald. that he knew that the day 
before: Koretz disappeared, Christian 
gaye to him’ a blank ‘check, which Ko- 
retz subsequently filled out for $30,000 
and cashed. 

Although it was — that this 
Payment was for stock -In |jthe Chicauvi 
Lamp Filament Company, one of thé nu- 
merous. concerns promoted by jKoretz, 
Mr. Spiegel said that the handing over 
of a blank check_by a man of Christian’s 
experience in finance did not. look like 
the action of a dupe. The lawyer said 
that, on the.other hand, there might. be 
more than coincidence,in the disappear- 
ance of Koretz and the supplying to him 
by Christian of the means to possess 
himself of a. large amount of cash. Mr. 
Spiegel did ‘not go beyond that; allow- 
ing the possibility that Christian had 
had his own reason for wanting Ko-etz 
to be beyond the reach of the law and 
that he had therefore financed the flight 
to speak for itself. 

Since the discovery that ‘Koretz had 
been living in Nova Scotia for the last 
six. months under an assumed name, 
Acting Captain of’Detectives Louis Ditt- 
man of the Old Slip Police Station, who 
is directing the search for Christian, has 
had inquirics made'in Canada to learn 
if he went there to join Koretz. The 
fact that Christian had such implicit 
faith in the Chicago’ promoter that ‘he 
gave him a blank check gave the Police 
the idea that the two defaulters might 
have met after they fled from the United 
States. Korétz left Chicago nine months 
beforé\ Christian disappeared.

His Contest to Keep Seat In- 
volves Charges of Wrong 
Marking of Ballots.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Senator 
Smith W. Brookhart of lowa, who with 
Senators La Follette,; Frazier and Ladd 
was virtually read out of the Repub- 
lican Party on Friday by the Senate 
caucus, returned to Washington’ this 
morning. He had no’ direct criticism to 
make of the action of this colleagues, but 
indirectly declared. that {f the President 
meant what he ‘said about real helpful 
legislation for the farmers, it probably 
would delevop that he was ‘‘more loyal 
to such a policy that many of the dis- 
tinguished Senators who have assumed 
to read/ nie out of the party.” 
- “The Iowa Senator did not appear per- 
turbed by the action of the Republican 
Senators. He has never atquired the 
habit of attending Republican caucuses. 
and, as he pointed out, he fs not in line 
for any “important committee .promo- 
tions. 

NAowever.“ said Mr; Brookhart, “I. 
don’t see any use in giving out any ex- 
tended comment at this time.“ I am is- 
suing just a brief statement regarding 
‘farm legislation, and that is all I have 
to say now,’’ 

Cites Coolidge’s Farm Policy: ⸗ 

Senator Brookhart’s statement was as 
follows: 

“The policy .of President Coolidge in 
reference to fafm legislation has just 
been outlined by) G. Gould Lincoln .in 
the following language: 

“*The program - advanced by President 
Coolidge for action in the new session 
is. awaited with interest. It has been 
indicated that in addition to the big 
annual supply bills the Administration 
will seek .legislation to aid in bringing 
further prosperity to the farmers of 
the nation. 

“ "The President hopes to be able to 
submit to Congress recommendations for 
this purpose soon after his recently ap- 
pointed commission on the agricultural 
problem makes its report. There is no 
valid reason, in the opinion of. the 
President, why such legislation should 
not be put through in the coming short 
session, provided the legislators feally 
desire to ald the farmers.’ 

“Mr. Lincoln is unusually. well ‘in- 
formed, and I sincerely hope he is in 
this instance. Tf this is the policy | of 

e President, he will certainly find’ in 
fs one of his heartiest supporters. If 
he proposes a bill as efficient for the 
farmers as the railroad bill is for the 
railroads and the protéctive tariff: bill 
is for the industries of the United 
States, it will have no m loyal. sup- 
porter than myself. In fact, I am sure 
that I will: be much more loyal to such 
a policy than many of the distinguished 
Senators who have assumed to read me 
out.of the party.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.— The final 
session of the Sixty-eighth Congress will 
convene at’ noon tomorrow and unless 
the Radicals resort to filibustering tac- 
tics it is expected to be one of the 
quietest sessions in history. As. the pro- 
gram stands today, about the only mat- 
ters of importance which are likely to 
come up are. the Government..supply 
bills,’the Muscle Shoals, proposition, the 
Isle of Pines treaty and the ‘President's 
veto! of the bill to increase postal -gal- 
aries. Tax reduction, farm legislation 
and the World Court are among the 
large questions which leaders. of both. 
parties agree have little chance of being 
considered. in this Congress. 

When, the Sénate meets William M. 
-Butier é6f Massachusetts, Jesse H. Met- 
ealf of Rhode ind Ricé Meahs of 
Colorado, who have been. elected. or 
appointed to completé the unfinished 
terns of Senators who have died,’ will 
take ‘the oath of office. Immediately 
following the swearing in of the new 
Senators the Senate will adjourn out of 
respect to the memory. of Senators’ 
Lodge, Colt. and Brandegee, who died 
during the recess. @ The .adjournment 
probably will, be to noon of Wednesday, 
when the two houses will meet to hear 
the message of: the President. -

Eighty Years of Experiment.

The first attempts to telegraph pictures 
was made by Alexander Bain, an Eng- 
lishman in 1843, and hundreds. have ‘Yol- 
lowed -in his footsteps during the eighty 
years since then. Much practical work 
has ‘been done on radio picture-sending 
in recemtryears. 

It has not been a matter of working 
out a new theory, but of overcoming 
certain practical difficulties. The goal 
was to produce a -twenty-four-hour-a- 
day commercial system of sending’ pic- 
tures over great distances. 

Captain Ranger’s first laboratory 
effort was to. cause radio impulses, con- 
trolled’ by thé light and shadow of a 
photograph, to operate an air brush.. He 
thought it would be necessary to receive 
the radio picture on a revolving cylin- 
dér of large size. In his first ‘effort, 
the wireless signals, patterned after the 
photograph, caused the air-brush ta 
spray color.on the big revolving drum.

apparatus. - {nside the cylinder of film 
is a beam of light which is focused so 
that it strikes the film as a point. : As 
the film revolves, the dark parts of the 
picture of the President intercept the 
light; the shaded parts’ let part of -the 
light through and light parts let all or 
nearly all of the light through. : 

The cylinder turns around at the rate 
of an Inch a second, The point of light 
is of the width of 1-128th part of an 
inch. After passing through the film it 
is focused by another lens into the win- 
dow of a photo-electric cell, where the 
light is changed ‘into electrical current. 
In other words, the light varies with 
the film and_the electrical current varies 
with the light, and then the radio im- 
pulses are made to vary with the cur- 
rent. Picked up on this-side of the 
ocean, the electrical impulses are again 
converted ipta electrical current, varying 

old pattern. In making. one 
version .of the Coolidge picture, this. elec- 
trical current pulls and releases a mag- 
net, and the motions of the magnet move 
the fountain pen—an instrument devel- 
oped by the L. BH. Waterman Company. 
In making the other, the current com- 
pels an electrical. light to conform to_its 
own variations, and this varying Nght 
records the Cooliége picture in a cam- 
era on a photographic film. 

The picture is sent across the ocean 
at the rate of one line every three and 
a quarter seconds. There are 128 of 
these lines to an inch, so that it takes 
about twenty minutes to transfer the 
whole photograph from one part of the 
world to another. 


Light Changed to Electricity. 


After passing chrough the original 
Photographic film the beam of light in 
the transmitting apparatus is changed 
into electricity in a special photo-elec- 
tric cell or tube developed recently by 
the General Electric Company. This 
cell is filled with argon, and its inner 
surface is coated with potassium. This 
cell is kept in an electrical field of such 
strength that the potassium atoms are 
kept in a state of agitation and are 
always just on the verge of throwing 
off showers ‘of electrons. 

In the glass wall of this cell a small 
window is left uncoated by the potas- 
sium. On passing through the film the 
light beam enters this window, striking 
a small mirror, from which it is flashed 
upon the coated surfaces. The light has 
the power to complete the ejection of 
the tottering electrons, thus producing 
electrical current. and the current is 
large or small, as tne light is intense 


or weak. The argon helps ip this 
process. 

The current is produced continuous! 

and always varying in this cell, and it 
might be used to send continuously vary- 
ing impulses. But the weak ones. would 
at times be smothered by .atmospheric 
disturbances. Static would be the artist 
in drawing a large part of the picture 
sent in this way. 
YIt was necessary to find some way of 
send ng strong uniform radio im, uis¢s 
to be sure that — would not be de- 
stroyed or distorted on the Jong trip 
across the ocean. Here comes in the 
keystone that was invented by Captain 
Ranger to make the system ‘workable. 


Captain Ranger’s Discovery. 


Instead of attempting to send thecur- 
rent continuously he introduced an elec- 
trical reservoir which saved up the cur-: 
rent until it was completely filled and 
then instantaneously emptied it. ‘The 
current was stored in electrical plates 
until ;|two-millionths of an ampere ha«: 
been accumulated. At this point it was 
automatically short-circuited and the 
current: released. 

Every time this electrical reservoir -is 
emptied, a dot is sent. When the light 
entering the photo-electric cell is streuz, 
the reservior fills up and. empties 
rapidly, and the dots follow each other 
with such speed that they fuse into 
each other and form dashes. . They are 
wirelessed as dots and dashes and they 
cause the pen and the camera at this 


end to register In very: fine dots and 
dashes. 


Thus, while'a strip of the original pic- 
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ture one-one-hundred-and-twenty-eighth 
of an inch wide would appear as a con- 
tinuous Ime with dark, faint and light 
parts, the radio reproduction of the line 
is a series. of Gois, dashes and white 
space. When 128 of these lines are laid 
side by side in each inch, however, the 
dot and dash effect disappears. _ Instead, 
wavy horizontal lines appear in7a kind 
of herringbone pattern. 


Waviness Caused by Invention. 


The waviness is caused by the Ranger 
invention, which delays the dots and 
dashes until the reservoir is filled with 
electricity. This delay causes the dots 
and dashes to appear in. slightly differ- 
ent positions in each different line, pro- 
ducing curious irregularities. This ef- 
fect was not sought, but it has proved 
to have a certain value. If there is a 
slight defect in the operation of the 
system at either end, the picture is likely 
tu be systematically streaked, and it has 
been found that the wave pattern dis- 
guises such streaks. 

The radio pen-and-ink process was 
originally Intended merély as a check 


on the radio camera. Seeing what the 
pen was doing the operator would know 
what was going on inside the caniera, 
and he could interfere if he saw any- 
thing going wrong. But, as it turned 
out, the pen, with all its coarseness, 
produced picturés which had some ad- 
vantages over those made in the camera. 
One of the curiosities of the develop- 
ment has been the fact that, after using 
a great variety of novelties for produrc- 
ing the radio pictures, the operation of 
the pen—the most primitive of the de- 
vices used—has proved to pe the most 
satisfactory. : 

The peer that will be cha 
transatlantic radio pictures, ‘when ‘the 
system has been placed on a commercial 
basis, has not been worked out as yet. 
General Harbord said yesterday at, 
roughly speaking, it took about as long 
to send a pictur’ as to send 600 words, 
and the price might be about the same.

Pictures 
selected by newspapers were dispatched 
by the apparatus invented by Dr. Ranger 
of the Radio Corporation. In the main 
they consisted .of portraits. on account 
of the sharpness of ‘their Nght and 
shade. THE NEW Yorke Times corre- 
spondent in London sent Stanley Bald- 
win, and others were Queen Mary and 
Queen \Alexandra, the Prince of Wales 
and Austen Chamberlain.

Tears Down Faith of 
_AKis Church. 


REVIEWS HIS UTTERANCES 


Asserts He Has Fleuted the Su- 
preme, Authority of the Pres- 
byterlan Ghurch. 


Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick. was 
characterized as “‘a Baptist bootlegger,”’ 
as well as ‘Presbyterian outlaw”’’ and 
“the Jesse James of the theological 
world’ last Sunday night by Dr. John 
Roach Straton in opening in. Calvary 
Baptist Church a series of Fundamen- 
talist mags meetings which are to con- 
tinue, afternoon ‘and evening, through 
Wednesday of this week. 

“Dr. Fosdick,’’ said Dr. Straton, ‘‘has 
proved himself to be a lawbreaker so 
far as the Baptist people are concerned. 
He still professes to be a Baptist, and 
yet in his utterances and his conduct he 
has violated the great-fundamentals and 
repudiated the elemental truths for 
which the Baptists stand. He has 
sneered at baptism, denied the virgin 
birth of Christ, thereby impugning His 
full deity, specifically and explicitly re- 
jected Christ's own teaching about His 
second coming, denied the truth of 
vicarious atonement, and, above all, re- 
jected the inspiration, and, therefore, 
the authority of the Bible. 

*“‘Now the » Baptist denomination is 


000 founded on nothing else but the open 


Bible. We have no Popes, Bishops or 
ecclesiastical overlords. We have only 


the will of God revealed through the 
Word of God, and if that is rejected then 
the Baptist denomination has not a 
shadow of excuse for longer existence. . 
“By rejecting these truths, therefore, 
and yet continuing to be classified as 
a Baptist, Dr. Fosdick has made him- 
self nothing other than a Baptist boot- 
legger. eis surreptitiously selling 
anti-Baptist theories while claiming still 
to be a Baptist, and he therefore is 
exactly in line with the bootlegger who 
insists on the protecuon of the Ameri- 
can Constitution at the same time: that 
he engages in flouting, and \defying the 
Constitution by the peddling of — his 
illicit wares. 


“‘And his unwelcome continuance in a 


Presbyterian pulpit leavés him in an) 


even worse light. Undoubtedly Dr. Fos- 
dick has the right to believe or disbelieve 
anything that he must. He has the 
further right of proclaiming such beliefs 
or unbeliefs, but he has neither the 
moral nor-the ecclesiastical right to eat 
the bread of an orthodox denomination 
while he is rap ote in tearing down the 
faith of that denomination. 

“If he would rid himself of the odium 
of religious lawlessness, let him step 
outside of the ranks of the orthodox 
denominations, where he really belongs, 
* lift up an independent standard 

d create_for himself a platform*from 
J ich to speak, and then all of us 
can at least respect him even though 
we violently disagree -with his radical 
and revolutionary views. Religious lib- 
erty is not religious license to — on 
a foundation established to pport a 
given faith while making a deliberate 
report to tear down that faith. 

“Dr. Fosdick’s continuance in the pul- 
pit of the old First Presbyterian Church 
of this city is doing infinitely more 
harm ‘than’ any of ‘his proclamations of 
high ideals and social service could 
possibly do good. While he cries out 
against increasing lawlessness he him- 
self has become one of the world’s 
most conspicuous examples of utter law- 
lessness. He has not only violated the 
teachings of the Baptist Church, but he 
deliberately disobeyed and flouted the 
supreme authority of the Presbyterian 
Church, in one of whose pulpits he con- 
tinues to stand for the proclamation of 
ideas that, according to his own state- 
mént and confession, are utterly con- 
trary to the principles and ideas for 
which that great Church stands. 

“The Presbyterian Church has spoken 
clearly and emphatically, and a small 
rebellious group, led by one who re- 
fuses to conform to the wishes of that 
Church, has no right to nullify its laws 
and thereby continue to embarrass, dis- 
tress and weaken a _ great historic 
Christian denomination. 

‘“‘We are driven, therefore, to the con- 
clusion that: Dr. Fosdick is not only a 
Baptist bootlegger, but that he is also 
a Presbyterian outlaw, without the 
slightest personal ‘ill will and with no 
desire to injure..him personally, _ I, 
nevertheless,. declare, in the light of 
Bible teaching, and in the name of 
eternal truth, that ‘Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick is a religious outlaw—he is the 
Jesse James of the theological world.’’

The resolution makes a plea for real 
city — changing that the city 
has neglected thé sport of rowing, that 
ho attempt has been made to encagrage 
it, and cites other cities which -have as- 
sisted in th edevelopment of rowing. 

The Resolution. 

The resolution follows: 

Whereas, the principle that athletic 
activity should be fostered and éncour- 
aged is recognized, appreciated ans 
accepted throughout the country; and 

Whereas, the City of New York, 
like other communities, appropriates 
large sums of money each ycar for the 
maintenance of athletic fields of many 
kinds, buildings and-parts of. buildings, 
bathhousés and bathing beaches, &c., 
and various equipment, and opportu- 
nity to those interested in track, .field 
and gymnasium activities, golf, bast- 
ball, cricket, football, soccer, polo, ten- 
nis, skating, lacrosse, handball; hand 
tennis, swimming, bathing, water polo 
and other sports, and did’even until 
recently provide a race course for trot- 
ting horses on the Harlem River 
Speedway; and 

Whereas, no attempt has yet been 
made to encourage or help in any ' 
practical way the amateur sport of 
rowing, although other communities 
such as. Philadelphia,. Washington, 
Baltimore, Boston, ‘Worcester and 
Springfield, recognizing the high value 
to their communities of the exercise of 
rowing, offer high encouragement and 
assistance to amateur rowing clubs, in 
some cases providing, without charge, 
boathouses and sites for. boathouses, 
the maintenance and. policing of 
grounds and waterways, and the ap- 
propriation of sums of money up to 
thousands of dollars for the holding 
of competitive regattas; and 

Whereas the City of New York 
has overlooked and neglected the ama- 
teur sport of rowing, in spite of the 
fact that thousands avail themselves 
of the bénefits of Neher exercise and 
other thousands, including many vis- 
{tors from out of town, enjoy without 
charge or cost the spectacle of, com- 
petitive regattas._on. our waterways; 
and instead of lending aid and encour- 
agement the City of New York has 
subjected amateur rowing organiza- 
tions to taxes, water rent and land 
and land-under-water charges, without 
regard to the status of rowing as a 
most beneficial, healthful and enjoy- 
able athletic activity in our commu- 
nity; and 


Increase in Tax Cited. 


Whereas, the City of New York did 
promulgate in May, 1923, through its 
then Commissioner of Docks new rent 


rates for rowing clubs occupying land 
and land under water under the juris- 
diction of the, Department of Docks, 
which had-the effect of raising such 
rents as much as 200 per cent., an in- 
crease which some of the rowing 
clubs so affected have found them- 
selves wholly unable to pay or to con- 
tinue to pay; and 

Whereas, due to the high cost of 
purchase and maintenance of rowing 
equipment, the demands by the City 
of New York for payments of the sev- 
eral kinds hereinbefore mentioned, and 
the general economic difficulties of 
the times, some of our rowing clubs 
are threatened with the necessity of 
discontinuing and disbanding, because 
of their inability to successfully fi- 
nance their rowing activities, now 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That it is not fitting that 
the. City of New York should compare 
unfavorably with other cities nor con- 
tinue to neglect the athletic sport of 
rowing, and that some slight attention 
andencouragement should be offered 
to those rowing clubs that are striving 
valiantly to tide themselves over the 
existing period of depression, and to 
this end be it 

Further resolved, That the Commis- 
sioner of Docks and the Commissioner 
of Parks of the City of New York be

SWIMMING 














The amazing swimming feats per- 
formed by devotees of the crawl in 
recent years have aroused world-wide 
interest in the circumstances, which 
brought about the introduction of this 
-remarkable stroke and = extensive re- 
searches have been made to/ascertain 
its origin,- as well.as to establish who 
was responsible for its advent in mod- 
Arn standarized competition. It is. now 
‘possible, therefore, ‘to state with assur- 
ance that three swimmers can lay claim 
to some share of the distinction of 
bringing the crawl into prominence— 
Alick Wickham of the Solomon Islands, 
Richmond Cavill of Australia and Zol- 


tam de Halmay of Hungary. The data 
in hand. leave no question that the 
foregoing trio were the earliest con- 
testants of the present times to use the 
crawl for racing and first displayed it 
in competition at approximately the 
same period, about twenty-five years 


ago. 

Wavill deserves credit for actually 
broadcasting information concerning the 
stroke, as-it enabled him to._shatter the 
world’s record fo> 100 yards, and the 
exploit naturally attracted universal at- 
tention. Nevertheless, it is worthy of 
note that Wickham, who learned the 
crawl as a boy in his native islands, had 
lived in Sydney for some time before 
the Australians adopted it. Conse- 
quently it is probable, as often asserted 
in his own country, that Cavill copied 
Wickham in effecting the change of 
style. 

e have it from Fred V. C. Lane, 

former champion of Australia, that. de 
Halmay swam the crawl at the Olympic 
Games in 1900, in which both took part. 
But. by then Wickham and Cavill had 
shown the stroke in -public, so there is 
reason to believe that the Hungarian 
did not work it out for himself, but was 
prompted to try it. through reading de- 
scriptions of its action in Australian 
newspapers. That seems the more likely 
in that such descriptioris were the means 
of developing the crawl in this areca de 
All things considered, and -without wish- 
ing to MIninimize the part played by Ca- 
vill and. de Halmay, the evidence clearly 
points to Wickham as the man primarily 
responsible for the introduction of the 
crawl in the modern racing field. 
The definite origin of the crawl re- 
mains an unsolved problem, however. 
We are told by Harry Wickham, older 
brother of Alick, that to his personal 
knowledge the stroke was in general use 
at Rubiana, his native town, more than 
fifty years ago. We have learned, too, 
that the oldest inhabitants of the 
Hawalian Islands, where Duke Kaha- 
namoku rose to international fame about 
a decade ago, were familiar with the 
crawl in childhood. But, while these 
facts . denote that the natives of the 
South: Sea archipelagos, at least, have 
long been exponents of the stroke, pos- 
sibly from time immemorial, there is no 
ascertaining whether they alone knew it, 
or whether it was evolved and practiced 
elsewhere at an earlier date. 

Some well-known authorities have ven- 
tured the opinion that the crawl may 
have been used in the days of Greece 
and Rome. There are in existencd an- 
cient vases, tablets and mosaics which 
show figures of swimmers in postures 
closely: resemblmg those assumed by 
devoteés of the stroke. It is certain 
that the natatorial methods indicated by 
those figures were not in vogue when 
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CROSS-COUNTRY 


One of the greatest cross-country run- 
ning seasons in recent years: ended last 
Saturday in a. downpour of rain’ with 
one of the most impressive victories it 
has. ever Seen the good fortune of an 
Amateur Athletic Union. club to enjoy:- 
When the Finnish-American A.C. won 
its fourth hill-and-dale title, making 
a clean sweep of the four Fall cham- 
pionship races over.the Van Cortlandt 
Park course, it equaled the old record 
of the Morningside A. C., and it again 
proved the determination and persistence 
and prowess of the Jads who come to 
this country from Finland: 

The season was. notable, first, of 
course, for the great Cistinction: which 
it brought to one clup. But it was 
notable, too, for the evidence of in- 
creased interést and activity in the sport 
of cross-country .runni and for the 

romise of success it held out for Amer- 
ca’s plans to develop greater strength 
in this branch of sport before the next 
—— Games. he A: A; U. races 
attracted unusually large and repre- 
sentative. fields. So did the I.-C. A. A. 
A. A. race; which provided some of the 
best competition of the season. In 
scholastic circles also, greater activity 
was shown than ever before, which is 
in general keeping with the accepted 
purpose of these races, since it is from 
the schools that we must get our cross- 
country runners of the future. 

The one impressive feature of the sea- 
son, however, was the lesson with re- 
spect to preparation for, these hard 
races. .The lesson was forcibly brought 
home in. the success of the Finnish- 
American A. C. teams. The four vic- 
tories: this club scored with its hardy 
harriers came because the triumphant 
Tunners of this club were %etter than 
their rivals, because they gave more 
serious attention to thelr preparation. 
It-was a preparation in the case of each 
race, which was. systematized, and the 
mechanical perfection of this systema- 
tized training was illustrated in the 
rennin of the team members. .A. A. U. 
officials see in the demonstration of 
sweeping supremacy by the Finns their 
best argument in favor of encouraging 
greater activity in cross-country runnihg 
and discouraging road running: The 
triumph. of achsmuth in the season’s 
finale was anothér argument for the 
advocates of hill-and-dale running. ex- 
clusively, since the little German run- 
ner can attribute hi§-victory to the five 
weeks of careful preparation to which 
he gave himself in advance of the race. 
As an incentive for American athletes 
of the district to abandon the muscle- 
damaging pavements of road racing and 
confine themselves to the favorable g0- 
ing of hill and dale, plans now are under 
way to\make avatlable for athletes ad- 
ditional cross-country courses which afte 
expected to suit the convenience of ath- 
letes in the different sections of the city. 
A. A. U. officials are hopeful the ath- 
letes will respond to this encourage- 
ment, and followers of athetics who 
are interested in maintaining American 
supremacy in the Olympics share this 
hope. :

The settlement of the ten-year contro- 
versy between -the New York Room- 
owners’ Association and. the National 
Association of Amateur Billiard Players 
should do much.to promote amateur bil- 
liards in New York, in the belief of bil- 
\iard men.- The lack of cooperation be- 
tween these controlling bodies has done 
much to hamper progress among the 
young players, but.now that the trouble 
has been adjusted the younger talent 
will have a better chance to compete 
under improved conditions. The hostility 
of the roomownérs to the various tour~ 
namient awards of the amateur govern- 
ing body witffout what they called any 
representation on the amateur commit- 
tees, handicapped both sides, and not 
until officials of both organizations re- 
cently decided to get together was any- 
thing done toward adjusting the trouble. 

Now an advisory committee has been 
formed with each organization = rep- 
resented, two officials from each body 
being named to serve. A fifth man has 
been selected to act upon the committee 
whose title willl be that of director of 
the metropolitan district and who will 
cast his vote only when the other four 
fail to agree. Harold Turk of ‘Brooklyn, 
a well-known amateur billiard player 
has been chosen for this position, an 
his selection was popular with both 
sides. More big tournaments will be 
held in New York in the future under 
the new arrangements, and the ama- 
teurs will have plenty of opportunities 
to develop. : : 

Willie Hoppe continues to assert his 
mastery at balkline, although for a time 
many believed that his game would suf- 
fer trom too much three-cushion com- 
petition.

No opposition was expressed in 
these columns to Mr. Hyran’s debt- 
limit amendment. That bridge ts so 
far up the road that one might well 
wait before crossing ‘it. Mr. Hyian’s 
amendment was characterized as only 
another incident in the City Hall pol- 
icy of delay which has kept New York 
City immune from new subways for 
seven years. This was the statement 
in last Friday’s Truss: 

The chances of securing consent to 
such an amendment in the present 
Legislature or of securing the amend- 


ment itself in time for use within the 
next four years are nil. 


— 


The chronology ts as follows: Any 
constitutional amendment before sub- 
mission to tha people must be ap- 
proved by two Legislatures. The sec- 
ond vote must be taken in a new Sen- 
ate as well as in a new Assembly. If 
by some miracle Mayor HrYLan per- 
Suaded the Republican Legislature 
elected last month to approyée his 
debt-limit amendment some time next 
Spring, the second yote must wait till 
the Spring of 1927. After that the 
amendment must be submitted to the 
people. If accepted, the Legislature 
must proceed to pass the necessary 
enabling act. The end of 1927 or the 
beginning of 1928 is thus the earliest 
moment at which the debt limit could 
be raised even under the most favoring 
conditions. 

But if the Mayor thinks that he can 
win back public confidence by such a 
procrastinating proposal, or by mere 
plans for the future, he is much mis- 
taken. A mile built is worth two- 
score on paper. ‘And he could begin 
at once.’ Indeed, he is under solemn 
obligation to build a mile whose con- 
struction would give greater relief for 
less expenditure of time and money 
than any other—the Nassau Street 
loop. This loop extension would run 
from the present B. M. T. terminal 
at Chambers Street south under Nas- 
sau Street to 4 point where it would 
join the Montague Street tunnel be- 
tween the Whitehall Street station 
and the East River. It would also 
put into operation two additional 
tracks from the De Kalb Avenue sta- 
tion in Brooklyn, over the Manhattan 
Bridge and under Canal Street and 
south -to the Chambers Street ter- 
minal. With this line built, it is esti- 
mated by officials of the B. M. T. and 
the State Transit Commission that a 
50 per cent. increase in service could 
be made through the Canal. Street 
station, where 50,000. people every 
night struggle for an hour and more 
to/get mear the doors of the trains. 
This loop was part of the original dual 
subway system covered by the con- 
tracts of 1913._ Under these contracts 
the City of. New Y6rk obligated itself 
to build the line and the New York 
Rapid Transit Corporation, part of the 
present B. M. T. system, agreed to 
operate it; subject to a provision by 
which .the city could recapture the 
operating rights. The B. M. T. has 
repeatedly stated its immediate readi- 
ness to live up to {its part of the bar- 
with at: least 
$50,000,000 available for subway con- 
struction, as Mr. DsLaNney stated when

It is’ more than likely that the pro- 
portion entering. via Mexico is éven 
greater. 

How to check this evil is a problem. 
In the Immigration Restriction law the 
nations of the Western Hemisphere 
are relieved from the quota limita- 
tions. There is no prohibition on the 
entry of as many native-born citizens 
of the American nations as wish, to 
come in. Only those clauses safe- 
guarding the public health and re- 
quiring examinations apply to them. 
Aliens domiciled for only a few years 
in Canada or Mexico may not enter 
as Canadians or Mexicans. except for 
temporary visits. The purpose of this 
is to prevent Europeans from’ moving 
to those countries for a few years 
and then. coming into the United 
States in excess of the quotas allotted 
to their nationalities. 

It is safe to say that this class is 
not the most difficult to, control.: 
Rather does the trouble come in pre- 
venting the wholesale smuggling of 
immigrants. Whether they cross the 
border on their own initiative or are 
aided by immigrant bootleggers, to 
check them presents innumerable dif- 
ficulties. . The first and greatest is 
obviously the extent of the borders 
to be patrolled. The physical task 
Mitself is enormous, When to this is 
added the cost of employing an ade- 
quate force it is. clear that the 
litical obstacles are sure to be great. 

That the cooperation of the neigh- 
boring nations might be enlisted by 
some form of international agreement 
is possible. The good-will is not so 
much lacking as is the machinery to 
put it into practical effect. Certainly 
it is as unfair to the law-abiding 
aliens as it is to the country not to 
do everything possible to check illicit 
immigration. Failure to do so is to 
encourage aliens to violate our laws 
even in entering the country.  Inci- 
dentally, it means that those who are 
resourceful enough and sufficiently 
indifferent to law can enter the coun- 
try in greater numbers than those who

THE ARMY WE SHOULD HAVE, 

A false economy in maintaining the 
United States Army has been forced 
upon the War Department by the 
failure of Congress to make adequate 
appropriations. Its policy has been 
that The army could wait, because 
there was no war cloud on the horizon. 
Preparedness limps’ along like a 
spavined horse. When the National 
Défense act is mentioned our states- 
men -look the-other way. It seems 
only yesterday that it was praised as 
model legislation that promised to give 
the United States a citizen army to be 
trained for modern warfaré, consisting 
of a regular organization of Hmited 
numbers, the National Guard and the 
organized reserves. ‘‘ With the funds 
** allowed during the past fiscal year 
“it has not been possible,’* 
Secretary WerExKs in his annual re- 
port, “either to carry out the full 
** mission of the defense forces or 
** to practice true economy.” 

It ts only the truth to say that 
officers and men of the United States 
Army are not getting a square deal 
from Congress. ‘*' Some of the déle- 
**terlous effects of our period of 
‘* extraordinary economy ”’ are: short- 
age. of transportation, preventing 
routine inspections of troops. and 
equipment; voluntary contributions to 
furnish light for quarters which the 
War Department cannot afford to pro- 
vide; heating plants not’ properly 
operated; low stocks of uniform cloth- 
ing, resulting in “ very unmilitary 
appearing commands”; the sending of 
non-commissioned officers overseas 
from. regiments stationed:néar ports to 
cut down cost of. transportation (this 
necessity has dislocated organization) ; 
deterioration of post structures and 
utilities, and» reduction of .commis- 
sioned .-personnel to less than 80 per 
cent. of peace_requirements, ‘‘ This,’’ 
in the language of Secretary. WEEKs, 
**is not the road to efficiency.” No 
less. than 40,000 of! the troops ‘‘ are 
new under unsuitable shelter.*’ Some 
have lived under “canvas ** Summer 
and. Winter for many years.”

COMPARATIVE HUMAN CULTURE. 

It was suggested in 1917 at one of 
the interparliamentary conventions in 
which the three Scandinavian coun- 
tries joined for the discussion of mat- 
ters of mutual interest that there 
should be established an institute or 
institutes for cofmparative research in 
human culture, The proposal was 
made by the rector of one of the 
great universities of those northern 
countries, who urged that since the 
work of lecturing and examining oc- 
cupies the time of the professors to 
such an .extent that there is very 
little leisure left for their independent 
studies or independent production, 
there should be established alongside 
the’ universities institutions devoted 
entirely to research. 

In America we already have such 
institutions, though till lately research 
has been carried on mainly within the 
universities as a side occupation. But 
the researcher and the teacher are not 
dalways—nor even often—to be found 
in one and the same person. And if 


po- |they are, the ‘* duovir ’’ is distraught 


between his two great tasks. The 
trend is manifestly toward the differ- 
entiation of teaching and research 
functions, ven if carried on under 
university auspices. But the special 
reason for the establishment of a 
special research institute apart, from 
university association for the compre- 
hensive study of human culture is 
that it needs a centralization which 
universities cannot easily make possi- 
ble. Clark University is making an 
experiment. in. concentrating. . upon 
those subjects which relate to geog- 
raphy. While this has been done un- 
der a certain, financial necessity, it 
intimates the desirable course of de- 
velopment for universities that are 
not able to cover in any coordinated : 
way the entire field of human interest. 
- As to what the institute now making 
its beginnings in Christiania,*Norway, 
will accomplish, it is:‘too soon to make 
even a surmise, but it is inspiriting 
to have a glimpse of its far objective 


—the discovery of the general laws' 


governing the evolution -of cultures 
giving basis for a universal philology, 
a universal jurisprudence and a uni- 
versal philosophy of religion, and even 
aspiring to. rise to the level of a uni- 
versal ‘* philosophic reflection.” What : 
the comparatiye studies that have 
been made in one of these-fields al- 
lows the author of this ambitious plan 
to hope to see demonstrated by its 
further pursuit is that, ‘* mankind is 
‘‘a unit in a far more profound 
‘sense than a century dominated 
‘by nationality has been willing to 
** acknowledge,” that it is moving 
toward the same goal and subject to 
the same destiny, and that all races 
follow the same line of development, 
“but do not advance along it with 
the same speed.’’ 

In these neutral lands at the north 
of Europe there has ‘been set up a 
sanctuary for international scholarship. 
Out of them may come a social con- 
tribution as great as that which their 
Viking forebears gave to the geography 
of the earth. The institute has begun 
with. a study of the culture of the 
Arctic, races’ and of the languages of 
the tribes or peoples who have suc- 
cessively occupied the Caucasus. It 
is te be hoped that it will be able, 
incidentally, to make some Ccontribu- 
tion to the solution of our polyglot 
problem and give the world a pente- 
costal auxiliary language with all its 
many -tongues,

ELIMINATING THE PUMP-GUN. 
A plea for the elimination of the 

automatic shotgun or ‘* pump-gun ”’ 
is made in yesterday’s New XoORK 
Times by Colonel G. O. Surepps of 
the American League of Sportsmen. 
In this he is warmly seconded by 
many hunters, who recognize the ne- 
cessity of curbing this means of 
slaughtering game wholesale. Df. W. 
T. Hornapay, champion of all wild 
life, recently pointed out that the dif- 
ference between the pump-gun and 
the Mexican “armados’’ in which 
broadside batteries are used to bring 
down ducks a hundred at a clip is 
only one of degree. Even though his 
enemies often accuse him of a certain, 





this particular comparison to be too 
picturesque, they’ are sure to join him 
and Dr. SHre.ps in the appeal to urge 
the State Legislatures to ban the 
pump-gun. 

Numerous sporting organizations 
and gublications, including Field and 
Stream, have long been opposing the 
use of these guns by hunters, but so 
, far only two States, New Jersey and 
| Pennsylvania, have taken action to 
| eliminate them. It requires but little 
| knowledge of hunting. to realize that 
an ‘automatic shotgun enables the 
hunter to do infinitely more damage 
than is possible with the regular 
double-barreled weapon. Inasmuch’as 
such guns are used primarily against 
birds which, like ducks, almost al- 
ways fly in flocks, the potential de- 
struction and the extent of the 
wounds which can be inflicted by 
them are very great. They are an en- 
couragement to indiscriminate slaugh- 
ter, and s0 are rightly classed as 
one of the greatest enemies of conser- 
vation. 

It has been urged by some that it 
{fs more important to attempt to 
check the use of pump-guns by popu- 
lar sentiment than by legislation. 
Many persons, they say, at present 





by law from using them would have a 
just. cause for complaint. Such hunt- 
ers should therefore be taught that 
it is unsportsmanlike to use more 
than two shells in these guns. In 
theory this: solution is excellent. But 
it ignores the difficulty of creating 
the sentiment, and leaves too much 
to chance in seeing that it is dissem!- 
nated. If the prohibition is provided 
by law,. it can readily be brought: be- 
fore each hunter when he obtains his 
yearly license. At such time he is 
usually apprised of changes as to sea- 
sons and bag limits. He can readily 
be warned against the pump-gun.

Just now in some scientific quarters 
they are being held ‘up to even greater 
contempt. Recently, at adinner of the 
English College of Pestology, a common 
impression. was set ‘going the rounds 
afresh—that the cockroach is a proved 
carrier of cancer and can transmit it 
to man, 

But even ‘the. coukinGackh must be given 
its due. A correspondent in The Man- 
chester Guardian rises to point out that, 
both in fajrness to that creature and 
in the interests of scientific accuracy, 
it should go on record that there. is 
“on a germ of truth tn this accusa- 
tion.""/ Covkroaches, “‘or rather some 
cockroaches, are concerned in the trans- 
mission of cancer to rats, or rather to 
some}| rats. But there their malign 
influehce ends.’’ 

Apparently, too; American cockroach 
immigrants must bear the blame, or 
what degree of blame does attach to 
this roughness on rodents. Two types of 
cockroaches thrive in Northern Europe, 
One comes from America in sugar; the 
other from Asia with spices., The 
American one alone proves dangerous. 
What small connection this American 
stowaway has with cancer is the. dis- 
covery of a Copenhagen scientist, M. 
Fic. 

However, as The Manchester Guar- 
dian points out, these findings are in 
no way conclusive. The cause of can- 
cer is not to be found in any one para- 
site or in any one cause.” But it is 
interesting to note that the cockroach 
has at least inspired one champion to 
claim that, as far as we know, the 
greatest offense which it {fs guilty of 
to man is its ‘‘extreme unloveliness.”’

Certainly she knows that the 
underlying principle of the framers when 
any power was granted to.Congress was 
to make that power ample. Few precise 
limitations were written into the Con- 
stitutien—the fathers trusted Congress. 
This principle has been followed in every 
amendment, and it was naturally fol- 
lowed in the framing of the twentieth. | 

In the Constitution as written Con- 
gress received the power “to lay and 
collect taxes, duties, imposts and “excises, 
to pay the debts and provide for the 


the United States.’’ There is nq limita- 
tion there except that the ‘‘duties, im- 
posts and excises shall be uniform 
throughout. the United States.’’ . Con- 
gress was given power to “borrow money 
on the/credit of the United States.’’ 
Congress was given power “to regulate 
commerce with foreign nations and 
among the several States and with the 
Indian tribes.” No limitation there. But 
Miss Robinson is undoubtedly Just as 


She knows for herself that all powers 
given Congress are given {n broad and 
general terms. The place for precise de- 
tails and limitations is in the statute 
which will follow the amendment. Con- 
gress will undoubtedly hold public hear- 
ings as to what kind of a law shall be 
passed, and Miss Robinson » will un- 
doubtedly be there to express her point 
of view. 

We do not believe that the people of 
the country would ever allow Congress 


der 18 from performing home chores. 
Assuming, however, that Congress, in 
some fit of insanity, did such a’ thing, 
then the people would still be able to re- 
sort to the Supreme Court to decide 
upon the validity of such legislation. 
The Supreme Court would not allow 
Congress to pass legislation which it 
considered .unreasonable. For this we 
have the, autnority of Dean Roscoe 
Pound of Harvard Law School. Quoting 
from Dean, Pound: 

“The argument is that a power of 
prohibition and regulation is conterred. 
and that there are no limits upon that 
prohibition or regulation. But the 
amendment {is meant to fit Into the Con- 
stitution as a whole, and the Bill of 
Rights provides that tae Federal Gov- 
ernment ‘shal} not deprive any person of 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law, Therefore any unreasoh 
able means of regulation, and anything 
arbitrary or unreasonable in the carry- 
ing out of the prohibition, would be sub- 
ject to the limitation that applies to all 
Congressional exercise of powers given 
by the Constitution. The Supreme Court 
of the United States has never mani- 
fested any inclination to give free rein 
to social legislation.: On the contrary, 
it has always scrutinized it very jeal- 
ously. I see no reason to~suppose that 
it. would .allow legislation under this 
amendment to run wild. If it is said 
that we may presently get a radical 
court, my answer would be that when 
we get such a court it won’t need con-

Continental agreements: as exemplified 
by the Pan Americah Union, and grant 


Financial Committee. 

The plan also suggests ‘a modification 
of Artjcle X. of the covenant to enable 
the United States to join the League. 

“In order to make the guarantee 
[against aggression] a real one,’’ the 
plan continues, “it is not necessary. to 
ask the States for: sacrifices that they 
are not disposed to offer. The formula 
of the guarantee might, perhaps, be 
the following: The zone of application 


of the guaranty shall’ not exceed the 
zone of common interests in which not 
a theoretical but a practical and real 
solidarity can be felt. This implies, of 
course, a «more or less precise’. geo- 
graphic deflation of boundaries, both re- 
gional and international. 

The plan proposes economic measures, 

inside and outside of the League, for 
re-establishing the prosperity of Europe. 
With respect to reparations and. inter- 
allied debts, it urges the stabilization of 
currency and finance on the principle 
of “‘equivalent fiscal burdens’’ between 
the Allies Germany, and. recom- 
mends a gradual revaluation of curren- 
cles. It ad ates international cooper- 
ation to promote economic solidarity, 
and holds that the tendency toward an 
economic understanding is the surest 
foundation for world peace and pros- 
perity. 
. Removal of tariffs and other economic 
barriers between nations, and the en- 
couragement of the principle of inter- 
national division of. labor, are recom- 
mended by the plan. It says that pro- 
tective tariff tendenciés are among the 
economic causes of war that remain in 
the world. 


For a United States of Europe. 


The. Cento first prize winning plan 
approaches the subjéct from a national 
rather than 4n international viewpoint. 
This plan advocates a combination of 
European nations for the protection of 
their common interests into a United 
States of Europe, constituted, however, 
on different lines from. the United 
States of America, and also different 
from the League of Nations. It urges 
the unification of the Balkan States as 
a necessary first step toward the United 
States of Europe. 

In leading up to his plan for a United 
States of Europe Signor Cento states 
that the erisis in European democracy 
today is caused by the irreconcilability 
of the {deal of liberty and the. spirit 
of -class struggle. He points out that 
the roots of socidl conflicts and the 
constant menace of war are found in 
this .deadlock. Dealing particularly 
with the case of Italy, he says that her 
short experience as a united State is 
the cause of her politica] immaturity. 

He asserts that the development of na- 
tional consciousness is necessary in 
Italy. Italy, he declares, needs a lead- 
ing class tq sanction the rights of the 
people, but is constitutionally hampered 
in the development of a leading class. 
Stating the interdependence of Italian 
and European problems, he argues that 
problems of ace must be solved 
simultaneousl; with those of govern- 
ment. 

Nationalism, he contin es, does not 
mean the denial of other States’ rights 
nor of humanity as a whole. He says that 
nationalisi.: implies the existence of a 
national consciousness, and that the 
mainspring of a federation of the States 
of Europe’ would be the development 
from the national State to such a union. 

“If, as seems to me,’* he goes on, ‘‘the 
idea of a national State is to -be recog- 
nized’ as a truly liberal idea—liberal be- 
cause national and because it gives su- 
preme expression to liberty and inde- 
pendence—then it should be timely to see~ 
how the United States of Europe might 
be constituted, not as a Utopian project, 
but as an actual arrangement to or— 
ganize discordant interests into one or- 
ganic whole with a view to supreme gen- 
éral well-being.’’ 

Pointing out that the United States 
on one side of the world and Japan on 
the other side were taking awdy the old 
European control of the world, he con- 
tinues: 

“As a matter of fact, the control of 
the financial life of the world, has 
already slipped from the hands of Bu- 
rope; which, in the conditions of a cap- 
italistic society, is equal to: saying that 
she has lost hold of the most important 
reins of international -contro].. The 
World War has definitely put all Euro- 
pean States, not excluding England, in 
@ position that would have seemed in- 
conceivable only a few decades ago—that 
of tributary States to the great Republic 
of North America. 

‘*As to Europe’s industrial supremacy, 
the latter, if not yet lost, is being 
closely contested. 

‘In their intercourse the European 
States—save in case of military defense— 
act as though they were, As a few cen- 
turies ago, so many entirely segregated 
and independent units ;-in an age of air- 
planes and express trains the European 
Governments behave as they used to in 
stage coach days. They oppose, outlaw, 
ignore or —— each other,.as the 
case may they construct mutually 
opposed — 5 of influence; they are 
Derpet pally at the game of satisfying 
rancors, which exhausts every one and 
satisfies nobody. 

“It is urgently necessary to diffuse 
@ common. recognition of cemmon in- 
terests—for Wwe. cannot ‘yet pe. ta 
achieve--mutual’ sympathy—amdng the 
different aggregates. of powers in BKu- 
rope. It,:is imperative to further sys-

Pleading for preparedness as an insur- 
ance for peace and. security, Rear Ad- 
miral. William L. Rodgers, U. S. N., 
retired, declared in a debate last night 
that this country should make no fur- 
ther concessions to Japan, as that na- 
tion’s sole’ desire is to use any favor 


from .the. United States to raise her’ 


own prestige in China. 

Admiral Rodgers’s opponent was. Dr. 
Frederick J. Libby, Executive Secretary 
of the National Council for Prevention 
of War, who maintained that preparéd- 
ness will bring about a war >more de- 
structive than the last. Nor would total 
disarmament bring peace, in Dr. Libby’s 
opinion,. He declared it can only be real- 
ized through the League of Nations and 
the ‘World Court and a feeling of good- 
will by nations throughout the world. 

The. debate was held under the aus- 
pices of the League of the Central and 
Free Synagogues, at. the Synagogue 
House in West Sixty-elghth Street, Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise, presiding; 

“Other nations envy us our riches and 
prosperity,’’ said Admiral Rodgers. 
“They. see their countries comparatively 
overerowded and wish to. relieve the 
pressure of population by sending people 
here. The Japanese advance as a griev- 
ance that their exclusion mortified them 
and we must not hurt their sensibilities. 

We have already sacrificed much in 
the naval treaty of reduction of arma- 
ments to please them and they Rave no 
occasion to for more concessions. 
The fact\ probably is that Japan be- 
lieves that if her — induces us 
to modify the law in her favor, she will 
thereby raise he. own prestige in China 
and _ lower that of the United States.”’ 

Admiral Rodgers decried the power of 
either disarmament, or the League of 
Nations, or the World Court to end war. 
The League he called a ‘rope of sand.” 

He said America is urged by foreigners 
to join the League of Nations for their 
own advantage, not for ours. He viewed 
the League as an economic instrument 
giving France and England, especially 
England, ascendancy over the business 
of the world.’’ ‘‘For us to join,’’ he said, 
“would be to give jealous and envious 
rivals a chance to rule against us in the 
decisions of the League. 

“It is not enough to ask. Americans 
not to fight or to get up slackers’ oaths 
among Americans only,’’ he said, speak- 
ing of church ‘intervention for peace, 
“The churches must induce other na- 
tions to adopt the same standards as 
they urge upon their own countrymen. 
Unless every nation in the world re- 
frains from provoking: every other na- 
tion, no treaty and no system of inter- 
national law will prevent war, and if 
we are meek and submissive more than 
other nations, we shall fall in the .world, 
no one can say how far. 

‘“"The more complex our economic sys- 
tem becomes, the more. disastrous it 


would be to have it destroyed, so the; 


more we must devote to national de- 
fense. We are able to play a great part 
for righteousness in this world as we 
see it; but we shall be heeded only if 
we are able to make ourselves respected 
for our strong arm. 

“I do not mean that we should play 
the part of an internationd! bully but 
we cannot maintain our léading posi- 
tion in the world as a S progres- 
sive democratic nation unless our ‘armed 
strength is maintained in prompt readi- 
fess to defend our riches.’ 

Dr. Libby said that armaments never 
have brought security or world peace. 
He pictured the. next war as one that 
would engulf every one, and urged the 
building of machinery that would set- 
tle all disputes between nations. 


HIGH SCHOOL TEACHERS

The 
“self-survey’’ sheets; containing 142 
questions, will be sent out to high school 
teachers today.

Cohen, Alice Cy Howe, Margaret Lind- 
quist, William W. Rogers and Clyde R.

The purpose of the * ‘self-survey’’ is to 
help the high schools by getting ‘‘per- 
fectly. frank expressions of fact and 
opinion from those who are in the best 
position to understand actual high school 
conditions.’’. Questions relate to twenty 
different problems rangin ng from. teacher 
morale and the nature of examinations 
for teachers’ licenses to . unnecessary 
record. keeping and individualized * 
struction of students.

REVELATIONS ARE PROMISED 


Captain Youmans, Two Days Before 
Murder,/Named the Men to 
District Attorney,

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Nov. 30.—Act- 
ing Captain Albert L. Youmans, head 
of the police vice squad, was assassi- 
nated two days after he wrote to District 
Attorney Alexander T. Blessing that he 
would furnish that official with a copy 
of a statement accusing men high in the 
City Administration of. failure to support 
him in suppressing vice. 

The District Attorney never received 
the copy. 

The original statement was contained 
in a letter to Mayor William T. Camp- 
bell. It. asserted that’ members of the 
Administration had made Captain You- 
mans’s position intolerable and his: ef- 
forts ineffective by their failure to give 
proper support to him. 

The document promises to become the 
centre of a controversy which may rock 
Schenectady. Mayor Campbel] refused 
today to furnish to®newspapers the con- 
tents of the statement, but friends of the 
stain officer say they will make the 
document public if the Mayor does not. 
Throughout Schenectady feeling runs 
high as a result of the cold-Dlooded 
murder of Captain ‘Youmans and the 
serious wounding of Policeman John R. 
Flynn. 

Friends of the slain head of the vice 
squad are not satisfied with the lack 
of progress that has so far marked in- 
veatigation ofthe crime, Police Head- 
quarters, admitted they were no nearer 
a solution than. they were last night. 


Mayor Declines Comment on Charges. 


Mayor Campbell declined to explain 
why. he réfused to give out the letter 
written’ by Captain Youmans. When 
asked to comment on charges made in 
the letter against ‘a certain officer in 
the City Administration fhe Mayor re- 
plied that it would not be fair for him 
to discuss the subject, on which Captain 
Youmans could not be heard. 

The Mayor said he was willing to wait 
before commenting on the letter, until it 
Was made public by those who promise 
to reveal its contents after the funeral 
of the slain officer: The ‘reason for 
withholding the letter until after the 
funeral is said to be that it is of such 
a nature that it may alienate many of 
the friends of Captain Youmans. Those 
who’were closest to him desire to take 
no step to mar his funeral or increase 
his enemies before he is buried. 

Mayor Campbell, who yesterday issued 
& proclamation ordering the police to 
“clean up the city,” said that the police, 
bent on avenging the death of Youmans, 
would redouble their efforts to. rid the 
city of vice. 

‘‘We will be twice as, tight from now 
on,”” said the Mayor. “When Youmans 
was sent into e district, which he 
cleaned up, the shoe began to pinch. 
All kinds of influences“were brought te 
‘bear to —— me.to transfer him. 
Captain oumans even asked to be 
transferred. 

Mayor Campbell was asked if there 
was any basis for the report that .You- 
mans asked to be transferred because 
he. felt himself blocked“in his crusade 
against vice. 

“T don’t care to discuss that phase of 
the situation,’’ replied the Mayor. 

He stated that the services of Captain 
Youmans were valued so highly -by. ‘the 
Administration that a policeman was 
assigned to accompany him when he 
made tours of his district. The Captain 
was instructed to make no visits to 
his district unaccompanied, on penalty 
of being brought up on .charges. 

“You can’t praise Captain Youmans 
too highly for me,” added the Mayor. 
“As a result of his crusade against vice 
the bread was taken away from an un- 
desirable element ,that flourished on 
vice. Without doubt that element thought 
that with Youmans out of the way they 
could reopen their establishments.

Raynaldy, Minister of Commerce, and 
the aim of the Opposition jis to fix on 
him and several others of the Govern- 
ment party the onus of having accepted 
election funds from Senator Billiet, Di- 
rector of the Union, of Economic Inter- 
ests, an organization which, is half in- 
dustrial and half political, and cont af 
to some extent the fortunes of the 
tional bloc, 

The Chamber on Friday held a ” toll 
dress debate on the subject and M. 
Raynaldy, when the point blank quer- 
tion was put to him. whether’ he. had 
or had not accepted funds from the or- 
ganization, had to reply that he had 
never accepted a subsidy for himself or 
his ca mapelens but that he had accepted 
a subsi 10,000 francs for a paper 
which F as running. A little time 
before the elections M. Raynaldy 
changed his politics and those of his 


paper and Senator Billiet’s subsidy 
stopped. 


Commission to Investigate. 


The matter has been referred to a 
commission of the Chamber, which will 
examine the whole question of party. 
funds. ., For the moment. Premier Herriot 
is sticking by his Minister despite news- 
paper revelations of his family’s past 
and his political changes. 

Into the quarrel; too, has been injected 
the case of.Camille Picard, Deputy for 
the Vosges Department, which was made 
the occasion for a political demonstra- 
tion today in which Premier Herriot 
frankly associated himself with his lieu- 
tenant.

M. Herriot spent the first part of his 
day in the Vosges visiting the tonrb of 
his grandfather, and found there a 
cousin, an old woman farmer, who was 
much overawed by the visit of her il- 
lustrious relative. His reception was, 
however, mixed. While the papers of 

his own party describe it as triumphant, 
the Opposition press asserts that the 
cheers of the Premier’s friends. were 
drowned by whistling and booing. In 
that Eastern frontier, which was largely 
devastated in the war, feeling runs 
high, and. there, too, on the borders .of 

Alsace-Lorraine the controversy over

M. Herriot opened his speech at Epi- 
nal with the assurance that nobody 
loved France better than the .

The con- 
ception of the Fatherland had not been 
invented by royalty, he said; neither 
had it been invented by the Empire. 
The idea of the Fatherland had pri- 
marily been conceived by a number of 
poor devils without shoes and stockings. 

“I am working for peace,’’ continued 
the Premier,.‘‘for peace throughout the 
whole — * France, now that Alsace⸗ 
Lorraine hds been returned to her, de- 
sires nothing more in the whole -world, 
neither conquest, annexation .nor | pos<- 
session. She. only demands. security—. 
nothing mere.’ 

Referring to the fiscal policy “of his 
Government, he said it had already won 
the approbation of foreign countries, in- 
cluding the United States. Four years 
of expediency budgets which never hal- 
anced must be succeeded by a ‘policy 
of sincere budgets. That was the goal 
toward which his Government was 
striving.

Scientific! Development: ‘Has’ 
‘Been Faster Than the Spir- 
~ ‘Ttual, Bible Class’ Hears. 


A Curse in Harids of the Unscrupu, 
loys, Blessing in Hands of the 
’ Philanthropic, He Says.

science, but the lessons the Scriptures 
‘teach are even more impressive, John D, 
Rockefeller Jr. told. the "men’s Bible 
class’ of, the Park Avenue Baptist 
Church yesterday morning. In the mat- 
ter of doctrine today there is greater 
individual liberty ahd more sincerity, ‘he 
said. 

Mr. Rockefeller was ————— re⸗ 
ligion a hundred years ago with religion 
today. It was the first time in half.a 
year that he had addressed the Bible 
class, of which he is honorary President, 
and it was his first public utterance at 
church. since it became known he’ had: 
paid more than $7,000,000 incorhe tax for 
last year. ‘Mr. Rockefeller said in the 
course of his addtess that wealth in the 
hands ,of the selfish and unscrupulous 
‘was a curse, 
hands of the philanthropic was a bless- 
ing. 

Mr. Roekefeller’s topic was “Has ‘Civi- 
lization Outgrown Religion?’’® In begin- 
ning his address he read extracts from a 
lecture delivered by Raymond B. Fos- 
dick in 1922 at Wellesley College on 
“Our Machine Civilization’’ and from a 
pronouncement . recently by ‘Winston 
Churchill. on present civilization. 

“In the face of these astounding’ and 
appalling pictures which have been be- 
fore our eyes,’’ he said, ‘‘it is clear that 
civilization, built upon the marvelous 
discoveries. of science, made possible by 
the most advanced and general system 
known to man, with all the comforts, 
luxuries, pleasures and_ opportuhities 
which it has brought, is headed toward 
its own annihilation. 

‘But, why, we ask ourselves, is this 
so? The answer is clear: Because the 
development of mind and matter has so 
outstripped the development of the 
spiritual values in human life. 

**‘Materialism has proved to be its own 
destruction in many of the civilizations 
of the world, which have had their day 
and been wiped out, 

“The products of the mind are less 
temporary, but they too are subject to 
revision and change. Spiritual values 
only are enduring, eternal. Upon them 
alone: can a lasting /civ ‘lization. be built, 
An automobile driven by a lawless man 


is a menace; driven by a good citizen 
it is a useful thing. 


Wealth as an Instrument. 


‘“‘Wealth in the hands of the selfish 
and unscrupulous is a curse, but wealth 
in the hands of the philanthropic is @ 
blessing. Power possessed by the de- 
signing and vicious is fraught with dan- 
ger, but power possessed by the wise 
and benificent is an instrument of good. 
All these are things to be desired, as are 
also many of the countless products of 
modern civilization. : 


‘“‘The danger in the present civilization 
lies in the fact that the creations of 
man’s brain, his creatures, which should 
be his servants, are getting beyond his 
control and are becoming his masters. 

“The development of. man’s character 
or spiritual nature has_ not bg oe = 
with the development of his intellect 
and its products. Like the farmer who 
only wanted to buy the land adjoining 
his,. so the constant gratification of ma- 
térial desires.only breeds new desires 
and increases’ selfishness. That para- 
doxical. saying of Christ’s that the only 
way to find one’s life is to lose it, is 
profoundly true. 

“One hundred years ago religion was 
more like the religion of the Old Testa- 
ment. ‘The letter of the law was empha- 
sized notably in religious observances, 
in the keeping of the Sabbath. Its ser- 
vices were numerous, long, confined to 
the meeting house. It was austere in 
dress, in demeanor. Its doctrines were 
narrow and iron-clad. Its interpreta- 
tion of, the Scriptures, literal. Its judg- 
ments ‘were stern and unrelenting. Its 
emphasis was on aa ams reward, 
duty. It was distinctly individualistic, 
introspective. The salvation of the hu- 
man soul from eternal damnation was 
its chief object. Conformity to its re- 
quirements and regular attendance at 
the meeting-house were the outstanding 
marks of the truly réligious. ,Warmth, 
beauty, joy, freedom, were “conspicu- 
ously, absent. Hardly less striking is the 
contrast between the religion of these 
two periods than between the civiliza- 
tion of the two epochs, 


Religion of Today. 


Today our religion is the religion of 
the New Testament.

Commerce Chamber Committee] 
Assails Proposed Amendment 


| to the Constitution. 
FAVORS * STATE CONTROL 


Says No End of Legistation Would 
Result {f Federal Regulation 
Were Adopted. 


Asserting [that it is “undesirable to 


turp over to Congress the life of the 


nation,’’ the Committee on Internal 
Trade and Improvements will ask the 
Chamber of Commerce of the State of 
New York at Thursday’s meeting to de- 
nounce the proposed Child Labor Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States. Benjamin L. Winchell, Chair- 
man of the committee, will present the 
report. It sets forth that there ‘‘would 
be no end of legislation if Congress en- 
deavored to place manufacturers in the 
various States on an equal footing.’”’ 

“‘Gongress,"" the report says,’ ‘‘already 
directs business in many minute details, 
and now the proposal is made to give 
similar powers in matters of the 
home, Your committee believes it a 
most. serious mistake, which would have 
disastrous consequences in the future, to 
seek remedies for this, as well as for 
many other ills of our country, by con- 
atitutional amendment. 

“The Constitution was primarily drawn 
up to preserve local self-government in 
the various States, while at the same 
time securing national defense and pro- 
tecting common trade. It provided for a 
dual scheme of government, giving ex- 
clusive Federal control in national mat- 
ters and State control in the incidents 
of local life. Such: division of powers 
was considered essential to secure a 
permanent and successful government. | 

“Through the proposed child labor law 
amendment parents are asked to hand 
over to Congress the control of their 
children from birth to 18 years of age. 
When the Government undertakes to 
regulate the labor of the entire -child 
population of America it also must ulti-
